GERMANY’S ALLY. 


SO ENGLAND IS REGARDED BY THE SUBJECTS 
OF THE KAISER. 

BERLIN, duly 17.—The Kaiser's visit to En-

THE COSTS IN THE DIVORCE SUIT HAVE NOT YET 
BEEN PAID. 

Loxpos, July 7.—In connection with the 
statement yesterday made in Dublin that Mr. 
Parneil had paid the costs in the O’Shea di- 
vorce case, Capt. O’Shea’s solicitors to-day, 
write that such is not thecase. They say 
that Mr. Parnell offered to pay one-half of 
the costs in May last and the balance within 
one month thereafter.

Navajo Indians Threaten to Attack an 
Arizona City 


AND RELEASE LEADER HASTINE FROM 
THE FLAGSTAFF JAIL. 


— 


Preparations Made to Meet the Red War- 
riors—Origin of the Trouble on the Res- 
ervation—Why the Chief Was Impris- 
oned—Outbreak Probable Among the 
Mille Lacs—Siseton Agency. 


FLAGSTAFrY, Ariz., July 17.—Word has been 
receivsa by Sheriff Francis that the Navajo 
Indians held a big pow wow at Fort Defiance 
and that a number of them started for Flag- 
staf with the intention of forcibly releasing 
their leader, Chief Hostine, who is in jail 
here. If this be true the Indians will arrive 
here to-day and preparations have been 
made to withstand their attack. Chief Hos- 
tine states if he is not released the warriors 
will raid the town. Hostine expresses strong 
enmity towards the whites and says 
he will kill every white man after he is re- 
leased. Preparations are being made here to 
guard against a Navajo outbreak. Troops 
are en route fromthe fort, andif the attack 
is made the Indians will meet with a warm 
reception. 

Ever since the early part of June the Nava- 
jos have manifested an ugly spirit and have 
been engaged in their weird dances, dressed 
min their snake costume. Their chief grievance 
seems to be the advent of miners on their 
reservation, who, they allege, entered 
the Carizzo Mountains, where fabulous 
deposits of gold are supposed to be located. 
The Navajos had sworn to kill any white 
man caught mining in this region, and the 


them to frenzy. 

Chief Hostine was captured by the Sheriff’s 
posse while he was leading a small band of 
Navajos in a raid oma cattle ranch on last 
Tuesday, brought here and lodged in jail. 

A portion of the Sheriff’s men were cut off 
from their comrades and hemmed in by a 
large number of Indians, and for a time it 
was thought they would be massacred, but 
they managed to cut their way out and re- 
turned here. k 

GEN. M’COOKS TELEGRAM. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—A telegram 
was received at the War Department this 
morning from Gen. McCook at Los Angeles, 
Cal., in which he says that the Sheriff 
at Flagstaff, Ariz., apprehends an 
outbreak of the powerful Navajo 
Indians as a result of the arrest of their 
chief. The General has sent an Officer to ab- 
certain and report the facts. 


OTHER OUTBREAKS, 


MILLE LAES SWEAR VENGEANCE AGAINST WHITE 
SETTLERS. 


Princeton, Minn., July 17,—Benjamin Car- 
ter is down fom the Mille Laes country en 
route to the Governor with a petition asking 
him to use his influence in behalf of the 
settiers of which there are more than 300, 
many of them women. The Indians must be 
removed or the white settlers wili be obliged 
to leave their claims or fight to protect them. 
The situation is serious, and if prompt meas- 
ures are not taken there is liable to be blood - 
shed. The land has been “deciared open for 
settlement and three towns have been organ- 
ized with full boards of town officers. The In- 
dians are ugly and threaten to kill the first 
white man thatattempts to cut an acre of 
hay on the reservation. 


ON THE SISETON RESERVATION. 

MILBakK, S. D., July 17.—Serious trouble ts 
apprehended at the Siseton Indian Agency. 
Official orders have been received by Indian 
Agent McKusick from Washington to clear 
the reservation ofall white men except Gen. 
Sanborn, whois being backed up by Federal 
officials in his attempt to collect from the In- 
dians 10 per cent of the money due them. The 
Sisetons say they will not accept anything 
less than the full amount promised them. 


CHICKASAW INTRUDERS. 


COMMISSIONER MORGAN INDORSES THE AGENT’S 
RECENT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 7.— The repre 
sentatives of the Chickasaw Nation in the In- 
dian Territory haye been clamorous for some 
time past that the general Government 
should remove from their territory intruders 
who, it was alleged, have gettled on the lands 
ofthe Nation without an invitation. Finally 
the Secretary of the Interior decided to com- 
ply with this request, and last January the 
Indian office took the matter up. Instruc- 
tions were issued tothe agent to expel all 
persons residinginthe Territory who had 
no legal right to remain there. 
The agent carried out his orders, but found 
alter searching a territory of 400 square miles 
that there were only nine persons who were 
not entitied to reside in the territory. The 
legal status of residents was based upon the 
Chickasaw laws which enable persons to ac- 
quire residence in the territory when they 
havea permit. The practice has been very 
general among the Chickasaws to lease their 
lands to outsiders who would pay a certain 
rental. They were required to pay 
a small fee and then a permit 
was issuedto them. The agent ized 
such permits as entitling the holder to re- 
main in the Territory. The Governor of the 
Chickasaws, Gov. Byrd, however, objected to 
the basis which determined the rights of in- 
dividuals to a residence in the Chickasaw 
country, and wrote a long letter to Indian 
Commissioner Morgan, taking exception to 
the rules furnished by the agent for his own

COMPTON COURT MARTIAL. 


Charges and Specificktions Against the 
Colonel of the Fourth Cavalry. 

WALLA WALLA, Wash., July 17.—The gen- 
eral court martial for the trial of Col. C. E. 
Compton, Fourth Cavalry, reconvened yes- 
terday. The attorney for Compton chal- 
lenged Brig.-Gen. Ruger as a member of the 
court on a charge of bias, on the ground that 
Ruger had received a report of the facts 
from Inspector-Gen. Sumner and Gen, 
Kautz, which facts were likely to create an 
opinion. In @&nswerto questions, Ruger ad- 
mitted forming an opinion, and stated that 
in Summper’s report was a statement unfavor- 
able to Col. Compton. After Gen. Ruger had 
made this statement the challenge was sus- 
tained and Ruger excused from attendance. 

Judge Advocate McClure then read the 
charges and specifications against Compton, 
in substance as follows: 

He is charged h negiect of duty to the prejudice 
of er ilitary discipline in violation of 
= Gand articie of war. There are three specifica- 
tions: 

1. It is alleged that Compton after a —¢ 1 of 
men in his command on the night of April 23 joined 
in a murderous demonstration against beth military 
and civil authorities, neglected to take measures to 
ee what men had taken part, or to bring them 
to jus e. 

2. That after being warned by the sheriff and 
prosecuting attorney, early in the evening of April 
24, of well founded rumors of an intended attack 
the soldiers on the jail with intent to kill A. K. 
Hunt, Col. Compton wholly failed to take measures 
to hold at the post the men of his command then 
present, or cause the return of men then in town; by 
reason of which neglect men of his command to the 
number of fifty or more took Hunt from jail and shot 
him to death. 

3. That 8 after being informed on the 
night of April t soldiers lynched Hunt, 
neglected to order sufficient measures or action to 
apprehend the men engaged in the killing. 


After the reading of the charges Col. Comp- 
ton pleaded not guilty. Sheriff McFariand of 
Walia Walla County was called and stated 
the facts connected with the lynching, sub- 
stantially as brought out in the recent trial 
of the sojdiers. 


AN EXPORTER’S ESTIMATE.

LUCIUS I. M’KNIGHT FOUND DYING on 
THE STREET. 


His Money and Jewelry Missing—Cared 
for at the Hospital, but Never Re- 
gained Consciousness — Something of 
the Dead Man’s History—His Errand 
to New York—Known in St. Louis. 


NEw Tonk, July 17.—The man picked up un- 
conscious on Lexington avenue late Wednes- 
day night died yesterday at Bellevue. He 
was indentified yesterday as Lucius L. Me- 
Knight, a well-known merchant of St. Louis. 
He was once a wealthy ship-owner on the 
great lakes. He did not rally from the coma 
in which he had been found. The cause of 
Merchant McKnight’s death is yet a mystery. 
Late Wednesday night a laborer named War- 
nock, living in East Twentieth street, while 
returning home, discovered a man lying un- 
conscious ig the gatter at the corner of Lex- 
ington avenue and Twenty-fifth street. His 
efforts to rouse him proved of no avall. A 
cab was summoned to take the man to Belle- 
vue. The efforts of the hospital surgeons to 
bring him out of his deep stupor were fruit- 
less. Mr. McKnight lingered until 2 p. m. 
yesterday, when hig leaden sleep merged 
into the deeper slumber of death. His 
breathing had been stentorious and labored, 
the eyeballs were sharply contracted and a 
tremor was noticeable in the limbs. 

Every indication pointed to the conclusion 
that the man had been drugged to death. No 
wounds were evident about the back or body, 
nor were the symptoms those of a man over- 
come by the heat. Later the suspicions of 
foul play were confirmed by other discov- 
eries. 

STRIPPED OF MONEY AND JEWELS. 

Shortly before death took place Harvey 
Sherwood of West Twentieth street fully 
identified the man as his friend, Merchant 
McKnight of St. Louis. On making investiga- 
tion Mr. Sherwood discovered that McKnight 
had been stripped of his watch, money and 
other valuables. 

When the merchant was brought to the 
hospital, the customary search disclosed 
only a few worthless papers, a bunch of keys, 
a foreign coin and s cents in loose change. 
Mr. McKnight had been stopping at a fash- 
lonable boarding-house just off Broadway, 
on Twenty-sixth street. On the morning of 
his disappearance, he had jokingly offered to 
wager a young lady $100 and, at the same 
time, drew from his pocket a large roll of 
bills. He had no occasion, so far as is 
known, to dispose of any large sum of 
money during the day. He also possessed a 
fine gold watchand chain and, on the little 
finger of his left hand, he wore a valuable 
gold ring. It is recalled that he wore a 
handsome cravat pin. All of these articles 
were gone. ’ 

Mr. McKnight was last seen at 2 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon. At that hour be left 
his boardjng-house to go down town. He 
was seen in no familiar on that day, 
and as far as is known none of the people on 
whom he was accustomed to call caught 
sight of bim that day. From? o’clock urtil 
found near midnight no trace of his wander- 
ings can be gained. He had left Twentieth 
street full of health and spirits. There were 
no signs of trouble on his face and his board- 
ing-house friends remarked yesterday that 
he never seemed in better condition then at 


He was 
of a jovial disposition, hearty and hale, and 
was never known to drink toexcess. He was 
not intoxicated when picked up. 

M’KNIGHT’S CAREER. 

His career was eventful. Years ago he and 
his father ran a line of steamers on Lake 
Erie. The line had only one or two competi- 
tors. The McKnights were reputed among 
the wealthiest boatmen on the lakes. The 
check of elther was good for $100,000 or more. 

Later the young man met with business re- 
verses and went to &t. Louls. The growth or 
the railroads had taken the money out of the 
lake traffic. He had not then lost his fortune 
and he soon became a well known figure in 
St. Louis in both business and financial cir- 
cles. He lived well, lived high. Bad luck 
followed him, however, and he was some- 
what lost to view. About two years ago he 
wentinto the commission business, buying 
engines, bollers and motive machinery and 
did very well. 

At this time he began making trips to New 
York and it was on one of these trips that he 
came to New York three weeks ago. On one 
of these trips he met Mr. Sherwood and their 
acquaintance has been renewed from time 
totime.

Afterafive hours’ search our 
steamer was allowed to steam out. We have 
eight passengers on board and very liberally 
distributed as to nationality. One each were, 
French, Peruvian, Irish, German, Chilian, 
Scotch, English, and myself, American, and 
I was honored by being dubbed ‘Uncle Sam.’ 
a name which clung to me all the voyage. 


JENNIE CRAMER’S MOTHER. 


Suicide Makes the Fourth Tragic

her fathertwo years later. Yesterday her 
mother also committed suicide. Mrs. Cra- 
mer’s mind has been affected since the trag- 
edy, andshe has resided in New York with 
her son Edward.

Recently her son has not heard from her, and 
becoming alarmed about her he yesterday 
came to New Haven. He entered his old 
home in time to see Medical Examiner White 
untying a rope from which dangled a wom- 
an’s corpse. 

„What does this mean? he exclaimed, not 
comprehending the tragedy that had taken 
place. A moment later he cried out: It's 
my mother!’’ 

‘*‘Whoare you?“ asked Dr. White. 

Jam Edward Cramer, he answered. 

The woman had been alone in the house for 
several days, and she had been dead some 
time when discovered by one of her tenants. 
Of all the family she loved Jennie most keen- 
ly, and it was her reproaches some people 
think that caused the girl to kill herself. This 
was the theory advanced by the defense in 
the trial for her murder. After chiding Jen- 
nie for her intimacy with the rich young mer- 
chant the girl went away downcast, and was 
never seen alive again by her mother. 
The trial of the Malley boys for her 
murder was the most sensational in the 
criminal annals of this State. They were 
defended by the famous Cassidy of Philadel- 
phia, and the best talent here, and aftera 
trial which lasted for several months the 
jury disagreed. The Malley boys were then 
released on $5,000 bonds, and have never 
since been tried. Walter Malley now man- 
ages the biggest dry gooas store in the State, 
which his father owns. Mrs. Cramer’s death 
removes the last important witness in the 
case. She is also the fourth member of the 
Cramer family to die a tragic death. 

Blanche Douglass, the notorious woman of 
New York, who was brought here by the 
Maliey boys and introduced to Jennie as their 
cousin, is dead. Asa Curtis, the eccentric 
clam digger, who found Jennie’s body on the 
sand bar with her arms folded across her 
breast, is also gone.

New York, July 17.—A correspondent at 
Bar Harbor, Me., telegraphs his paper thus: 
I saw Senator Hale this afternoon at his beau- 
tifulsummer home in Elisworth, which is 
about twenty miles from Bar Harbor. The 
Senator, who, as everybody knows, is Mr. 
Biaine’s right hand man, and as close to him 
both in friendship and in politics as anyone iu 
the country, spoke about the condition of the 
Secretary of State, andalso regarding the 
prospects forthe approaching national cam- 
paign.

If they return to 
work at all it will be as union men, they 
claim. They seem rather cheerful and claim 
to be determined to holdout fortheir point 
at all hazards. 

On the other hand the mill people appear 
equally determined. They claim that the 
men will come back andthat many of them 
are now anxious to return and if not allowed 
to do so by the association will leave the 
organization, 

MR. NIEDRINGHAUS DETERMINED. 

Mr. Niedringhaus declares he will never 
confer with representatives of the associa- 
tion, and that hereafter he will not 
have his mill run Dy an or- 
ganization which has its headquarters 
in Pittsburg, as he expresses it. He 
is willing to take back his old hands and give 
them the preference, he says, but they must 
come as individuals and not as representa- 
tives of the union. If they do not come 
back wfthin a reasonable time their places 
will be filled by other men, the firm state, 
and they will experience no great trouble in 
getting other men, as they hold thatthe 
wages pald at the mill are as high as are paid 
anywhere in America. 

As both sides take these stands and are so 
set in their determination to hold out, there 
appears to be little prospect of the trouble 
being settled. 


Glass-Blowers’ Convention. 


The National Association of Green Bottle 
Blowers is in session at Druids’ Hall again to- 
day, and ts making good progress toward the 
completion of its work. All the _ sey- 
enty-four delegates were in their seats 
this morning, except Mr. John W. Early 
of Salem, N. J., who has not been able to 
attend any of the meetings. He had a 
chillen route tothe city and has been con- 
fined to his bedatthe St. James Hotel ever 
since he reached the city. He was somewhat 
better to-day and it is hoped and, in fact, ex- 
pected, that he will be able toattend the 
convention before the last day’s session next 
week. 

The members are very reticent as to the 
proceedings of the Assembly, but the public 
is interested only in its action relative to the 
schedule of wages, or ‘‘list’’ as they call 
it, for the coming year, and the indica- 
tions now are that no material change 
will be made init. Afew changes are made 
necessary by the introduction of new moulds 
and new work into the glass blowing busi- 
ness, but in all essentials the list will be the 
same as that of the past year. Af 
ter the convention a conference will 
be held between a committee ap- 
pointed by the Assembly, including 
the President and other officers, on one side, 
and a committee representing the mannu- 
facturers on the other side, and there is 
little. doubt that the list adopted at 
this convention will be agreed to 
by the manufacturers, just as last year’s 
list Was.That is made all the more probable by 
the fact thatthe green bottle trade is flour- 
ishing, that it, in fact, was never better than 
itis at present. 

All the manufacturers pay the Assembly’s 
prices except a few non-union establish- 
ments in New Jersey, and have been doing 
so for a number of years. — 

LAST BIG STRIKE. 

There was a big strike in the East a couple 
of years ago, but the dispute was on the 
question of apprentices and not wages, 
properly speaking, and that strike resulted 
in a victory for the blowers, excepting 
as regards the few non-union housesin New 
Jersey just referred to. The strike 80 
might be called a renewal of the strike of 88, 
which resulted disastrously to the blowers, 
« Formerly there was quite a difference be- 
tween the wages in the East and those paid 
in the West, but last year the lists were made 
substantially the same. A new list was then 
made and the system of allowing manufac- 
turers a deduction of a certain per centage 
from the schedule rate was abolished. 
The deduction allowed for many 
years, in fact from 1879, was 10 per cent, and 
before that, or during the period of great 
business depression from 1872 to 1879, it was 25 
percent. This was the saddest period for 
glass blowersin this country, but then all 
. and businesses suffered at the same 

me. 

FIRST UNION OF GLASS-BLOWERS. 

The first Union of Glass-Blowers in this 
country was formed in Philadelphia in 195° 
and one of the seven founders of the Union 
was Mr. John Samuels, who is now a resident 
of St. Louis, as he has been, indeed, for 
twenty years and more. Mrs. Samuels is now 
Master Workman of one of the District 
Assemblies. From Philadelphia the Union 
movement spread to Glassboro, N. J., Where 
Mr. Wm. M. Manks, one of the delegates to 
the present convention, joined it. Then it 
spread to Pittsburg and other cities and 
finally all over the country. 

The first general glassblowers’ strike took 
place in 1887. There had been other strikes 
but they were ofa local character and were 
not authorized by any representative organ. 
ization. The strike of 1657 was the frst 
official glassblowers’ strike of the country. 


It commenced at Pittsburg and 


manufacturers attempted 
prices again in 18%. The gliass-blowers 
remonstrated and organized more thor- 
oughly than ever, and the result was that 
they were this time victorious. Their 
schedule wages were paid without change 
until 1872, when the hard times compelled the 
reduction already referred to. 
LEAVING THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 

The question of leaving the Knights of 
Labor and joining the Federation of Labor 
has not been discussed as yet, but it 
probably will be taken up Monday. Accora- 
ing to the Pittsburg and Philadelphia 
papers most of the Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey delegates have been in- 
structed to vote for the change, but Pres!i- 
dent Arlington and the other officers of the 
National Assembly are opposed to it, as are 
the Western delegates, and they claim that 
they havea large majority of the delegates 
on their side. 

This will also be the issue in the election of 
officers to be held next week, and it now 
looks as if President Arrington would be re- 
elected or the man of his selection chosen.

The 
$504 was entered on the books of the associa- 
tion as dues in advance. The case got into 
the courts in the form of an ap- 
plication for an injunction by Mrs.

Terrible Effect of the Explosion of 200 
Pounds of Giant Powder. 


A MAN, TEAM AND WAGON TORN TO 
FRAGMENTS. 


Houses Wrecked and Some of the In- 


mates Seriously Injured—The Death 


List in the Track of the Wisconsin 
Cyclone—Sailor Drowned—Casualty 
Record. 


WASHINGTON, Pa., July 17.—An explosion 
of 20 pounds of nitro-giycerine which blew 
g. J. Bigley, the driver, the wagon contain- 
ing the explosive and a team of fine 


horses to atoms, occurred at this place |, 


early this morning. Bigley, the 
victim, was 40 years of age 
and leaves a widow and several children. 
He was taking the glycerine to the Mt. Morris 
oll field to the torpedo oil wells. Au that has 
been found of Bisley is a small piece 
of his head, 600 feet distant from 
the scene of the accident. The houses 
of Work Hughes, Sr., and Leo Minton, at the 
roadside, were demolished. Mrs. Hughes 
and three children were seriously hurt by 
falling walls. E. D. Orumrin’s residence was 
also badly damaged an@ his wife severely 
hurt. Within a radius of haif a mile every 
window was shattered. 

The shock was terrific anda hole in the 
ground large enough for a collar is the only 
mark ofthe explosion. It is supposed that 
one of the cans was leaking, permitting the 
glycerine to escape, the jar of the wagon ex- 
ploding it. 

The fragments of the horses and wagon 
were scattered in ‘every direction; no part of 
the latter, except portions of iron work, ha ve 
yet been found. The head of one of the horses 
was blown a distance of 200 yards, and an 
iron-shod hoof was found on the root of a 
barn, which had been badly shattered by the 
concussion. The sound of the explosion was 
heard at a great distance. 


A STORM’S WRATH. 


FIVE MEN KILLED 
SUPERIOR, WIS.

WILL MAKE A TEST. 


Local Wholesale Liquor Dealers In 
Trouble With Revenue Officers. 


A SPILL HUNT FOLLOWED BY SUDDEN 
SEIZURES ON ALL SIDES. 


Geveral Large Houses Involved and the 
Cases to Be Carried to the United 
States District OCourt—A Question of 
Stamp Altering and Proof Discrep- 
ancy—An Interesting Issue. 


Col. T. J. Grimson, Capt. Ellis, Special 
Agent Wheelock and Special Guager Lewis, 
all United States Revenue Officers sent direct 
from Washington, D. O., are stiring up a 
hornet’s nest among wholesale liquor deal- 
ers of St. Louis. They reached that end by 
having within the past week made such ex- 
tensive seizures of whisky on charges of 
alleged violations of the revenue laws that at 
least half a dozen local houses now stand 
liable to heavy fines or confiscations, and 
several others are reasonably certain of 
selzure during the next two days. The staff 
of special revenue agents named above, act- 
ing with United States Revenue Collector 
Wennecker of St. Louis, have been on 
a stl hunt in and around this 
city for some time past. The hunt 
ended this week in the swooping down 
of the officers upon the various cases they 
consider that they have established on local 
dealers. Collector Wennecker’s office in con- 
seauence has been for the past three days a 
scene of stormy war between liquor dealers 
and United States revenue agents, which will 
grow in intensity until to-morrow night, 
when the raid will practically be finished. 
Thé most important development of this sud- 
den vigilance of the Government special 
agents will, however, be a bitter fight 
in the United States District Court 
against the seizures made by them. 
The local wholesale liquor dealers have re- 
solved toresist the action of the Revenue 
Department ;to offer no compromise in settle. 
ment of their fines; to force the Government 
to bring suit for confiscation of the whisky 
seized, and to stand shoulder to shoulder un- 
til they secure a decision in a test case. 

SEIZURES MADE. 
Up to date the revenue special agents have 
seized whisky belonging to the Nelson Distil- 
ling Co., Teuscher & Co., L. and 
A. Scharff, John Bardenheier and several 
other well-known St. Louis liquor houses. 
Other seizures willbe made to-day and to- 
morrow and the total list will probably swell 
up to at least an even dozen of local firms in- 
volved. The grounds upon which the seiz- 
ures are being made, as reported from Col- 
lector Wennecker’s office, are the changing 
and defacing of the Government brands and 
marks upon barrels of whisky sold to retail 
customers, and discrepancy inthe proof of 
whisky after its proof has been stamped 
and certified to by the Government. 
The seizures have nearly all been made in the 
stores of retail customers of the wholesale 
houses, the special agents of the Revenue 
Department having the authority to examine 
whisky wherever found. Onefof the lots 
seized was six barrels sold by John Bar- 
denheier, whose wholesale house is located 
at 222 Market street, to Fred Hoffman, a 
saloon keeper at the Six-mile House. As soon 
as the liquor fs seized a Government notice to 
that effect is placed upon the barrels and one 
also served upon the wholesale dealer and 
the whisky cannot then be touched until the 
fine of $500, usual in such cases, is paid, or a 
compromise effected wita the Government. 
There are divers and sundry lots of whisky 
in an around St. Louis now under seisure, 
and in consequence the local wholesale 
liquor trade is in a furor of indignation Over 
the raid, 

DEALERS INDIGNANT. 

The cause of the indignation can be briefly 
stated in the words of one of the dealers in- 
volved. 

„The seizures are being made on purely 
technical grounds,’’ said he, ‘‘and no fraud 
or attempted fraud against the Government 
can be shown. 

„et, despite that fact, the dealer, to get 
his whisky released, will have to go to Col- 
lector Wennecker and offer a compromise 
varying from $100 to $1,000. This compromise 
is reported at Washington, and,I believe, if 
accepted, the special agents get a certain 
percentage of the amount collected. This 
accounts for their zeal in the matter. It is 
too commonly the case that a wholesale 
dealer, rather than have the trouble ofa law - 
suit and the holding of his whisky under seiz- 
ure, will make such a compromise. 

But the present raid, involving thousands 
of dollars, is of such dimensions that the 
dealers have resolved to force the Govern- 
ment to carry the cases to the United States 
District Court and make a test case of such 
seizures where no fraud is shown. 

On the other hand United States Revenue 
Collector Wennecker states that the special 
agents have found cases where the retail 
dealers are being imposed upon bya change 
of date in the Government stamps 
making the whisky sold appear older than it 
really is, and by a discrepancy in proof, 
caused by the adulteration of whisky or its 
dilution with waterafter inspection by the 
venue Officers. Although the Government 
is not defrauded in such cases, the Revenue 
Department claims the right to exercise this 
supervision in the interest of the retailer 
who buys fromthe wholesale dealer on the 
strength of these Government stamps upon 
the barrels certifying to the age and 
proof of the whisky sold. The local 
wholesale dealers assert that there has 
been no changing of Government marks ofr 
traudulent discrepancy in proof discovered 
here; that in some cases where seizures have 
been made it is because the brands have be- 
come illigible, or the proof has changed 
slightly from natural causes. 

Every barrel of whisky in every establish- 
ment in st. Louis could be seized to-day upon 
technical grounds, said a wholesaler, *‘but 
proving a fraud upon either the Government 
or the customer will not follow. We are 
tired of paying ‘hush-money’ on these cases 
of seizures, and will make an out-and-out 
fight from now on. 

PREPARING TO FIGHT. 

Mr. John D. Hinde, the St. Louis repre- 
sentative of the Atherton distilleries, is tak 
ingan active partinthe preparation of the 
defense. of the wholesale liquor dealers, 
whose whisky has been seized. The Whole- 
sale Liquor Dealers Association will also 
probably take a hand in the fight, although 
some of the firms involved are 
not members. The legal firm of 

Hough & Hough have been retained torepre- 
sent the liquor dealers, and the cases will 
come up before the United States District 
Court in November next. Itis probable that 
the seizure of several lots of whisky from 
the establishment of John Bardenheier will 
be made the test case, that firm having an- 
nounced its intention of fighting the Govern. 
ment's action. It has already begun the 
work of collecting evidence to 
prove that the seizures Were not 
justifiable, and Mr. Bardenheler has had a 
rather hot correspondence with the revenue 
office and several stormy interviews with 
Collector Wennecker regarding the action of 
the special revenue agents.

Result of Advisory Board Meetings in 
New York. 

New York, July 17.—The general view taken | 
in Wall street of the meeting of the Advisory 
Board of the Western Traffic Association 18 
that nothing of importance was accom- 
plished. Railroad men who attended the 
meeting say that this in an erroneous impres- 
sion. Roswell Miller. President of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and President of 
the Advisory Board, said yesterday to a re- 
porter: The meeting was thoroughly satis- 
factory to all those who participated in it. 
The business that came before it was 
mainly of a disciplinary character, con- 
sisting of appeals trom decisions 
of the commissioners» and questions 
involving the enforcement of the rules 
of the association. On all points the au- 
thority of the commissioners was upheld 
and the result was a solidification of the as- 
sociation in a manner gratifying to all in- 
terests. There was no disappointment at 
the discussion of the matter of joint freight 
agencies at competitive points. No one ex- 
pected it to be decided at this meeting. This 
is a radical reform and the time is not yet 
considered ripe to attempt to put it into 
effect. It would be folly to try an experi- 
ment prematurely, for that would invite 
failure and leave the roads worse off than 
they were before. 

When the co-operation of the outside 
lines can be secured the question of estab- 
lishing joint agencies will become at oncea 
practical one. It is generally felt that the 
practical result of the association thus far 
has been the saving ofa very large sum of 
money tothe roads and that it has proven 
the best form of an association that has been 
tried. Nobody expected that it would prove 
to be perfect. That can only be arrived at by 
slow stages.’’ 


NEW TRANSPORT COMPANY. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 17.—Prominent 
New York shipping men uterested in steam- 
ship business in connection with English 
ship-owners, and the Norfolk & Western 
Railroad Co. have organized the North Amer- 
ican Transport Co., somewhat on the order 
ofthe Atlantic Transportation Line organ- 
ized in Baltimore a few years ago 
which has done such an enormous 
shipping business from Baltimore and 
which now runs a number of 
regular fine steamers from kere to British 
and Continental ports. The North American 
Transport Co. will have offices in New York, 
in London, in Newcastle-on-Tyne, in West 
Hatlepool and in Norfolk. Its steamers will 
run from Norfolk to Liverpool, to London, 
Bremen, and to other ports as fast as the 
business can be developed. The service will 
be operated in connection with the Norfolk & 
Western Railroad Co., whose support under 
an arrangement made with them is 
fully assured to the steamship 
lines. This road, whose enormous 
increase of traffic during the last decade is 
one of the wonders of American railroading, 
has just completed and equipped a first-class 
line toa connection with the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Co. to the West and 
Southwest, thus enabling it In conjunction 
with its existing connections with other lines 
to the South and Southwest to rank with the 
trunk lines of the country. In addition to its 
large cotton export it will now controla 
traffic in miscellaneous cargo, thus making it 
an important feeder to ocean steamships. 


NASHVILLE & CHATTANOOGA. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 17.—Comptroler 
Maney of the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis Railway has just issued a comparative 
statement of the earnings of that road for 
June and for the year ending June 30. The 
statement makesa most favorable showing. 
The gross earnings for June, 1891, are $31,000 
greater than the same month last year, while 
the net earnings are $24,000 greater. For the 
year ending June 30, 1891, the gross earnings 
were $898 ,000 greater than the year preceding, 
while the net earnings are $200,900 greater. 


AN ALLIANCE JUDGE. 


A Kansas Official Sets Aside a Ruling of 
the Supreme Court. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 17.—Judge G. W. Mc- 
Kay of Harper County, the Alliance, Judge 
who was to have gone to Ann Arbor to study 
law after he was elected to office, is inter- 
fering with the Supreme Court and may get 
himself intotrouble. He has issued orders 
which have set aside the orders of the su- 
preme Court. Proceedings were commenced 
in a mortgage foreclosure case in Harper 
County last January against Albert Honey- 
well, a person of unsound mind, B. A. Burr 
was appointed receiver to take charge 
of the property. June 12, Honeywell, by 
his guardian, asked to have the 
receiver removed and the farmer judge 
granted the petition. The mortgagee ap- 
pealed the case to the Supreme Court, and 
Judge Horton, on the filing of a good and 
sufficient bond, ordered that the receiver 
again be placed in charge of the property 
pending the hearing of the case at the Sep- 
tember term. Honeywell then again pe- 
titioned Judge McKay to oust the receiver 
and issued an order to that effect and turned 
it over to the Sheriff. Receiver Burr declined 
to obey it and he was brought before the 
Judge for contempt, convicted, fined $50 and 
sentenced to jail until it was paid. He de- 
clined to pay the fine and instituted habeas 
corpus proceedings in the Supreme Court. A 
temporary writ was granted and Burr was 
released on $1,500 bonds. The case will be 
heard at the September term.

Baltimore. He presented it to Mr. Combs 
and asked him if he would cash it for him. 
It was for $200 and payable at sight. Mr. 
Combs told htm he must obtain a satisfactory 
endorser. He asked if Dickson Walsh would 
do, and was told no, as Dickson was not of 
age. 

He then awaited Dickson’s arrival and the 
two went into Mr. Jullus Walsh’s private 
office, 

Mr. Walsh took the name and address of 
the party drawn onin Baltimore and told 
young Snowden to come back in the after- 
noon.

A BOGUS TELEGRAM.

This he sent to Mr. Walsh by a messenger 
boy, who, unluckily for Snowden, arrived 
after Mr. Walsh had received the genuine 
telegram. 

The telegram received by Mr. Walsh from 
Baltimore is as follows:

The other telegram was written on a

Ignorant and undaunted, Snowden pre- 
sented himself to Mr. Walsh shortly after- 
wards and asked it everything was all right 
and he could draw the $200. Mr. Walsh, not 
caring to blast the young man’s life by hav- 
ing him arrested, gave hima little fatherly 
advice and told him he had better go back 
home as soon as possible. 

REPENTANT BUT NOT REFORMED. 

The young man departed in an apparently 
repentant mood and nothing more was heard 
of him until Tuesday last, when the collector 
forthe Fourth National Bank presented a 
draft from St. Paul for $100, payable to the 
order of Ray Snowden and drawn on the Mis- 
sissipp!

The draft wag one of the printed blanks used 
by the home company and evidently taken 
by young Snowden while he was in St. Louls.
